The motion to recommend aboli- 


tion of controls was made by K. W. 
Griffin, Terrell real estate agent, 
and seconded by Mose Blumrosen 
of Corsicana. 
Jt was not anticipated by the 


board that decontrol would follow 
Immediately. The recommendation 
will not be accompanied by requir- 
ed proof, but It was expected that 
the housing expediter would In- 
form the local board what would 
be required to bolster tho plea that 
the three-county area be released. 


C. J- Lockhart, area rent direc- 


tor, did not attend the meeting, 
which was held at the city hall. 
C. E. Harvey of Kaufman was sec-

The 308,540 acres in Class I, II, 
and III, land comprise the total of 
cropland surveyed that is suitable 
to remain in cultivation. In addi- 
tion, there are 57,970 acres of Class 
I land in woodland and pasture 
which could be 
cultivated with 


proper conservation treatment, 


There are 40,905 acres of Class 
VI and VII land which fias been 
so severely damaged 
by 
erosion 
that they are no longer suitable for 
cultivation, and should be estab- 
lished to permanent grass. Inten- 
sive soil improving 
and 
erosion 


control measures will have to be 
applied before pasture grass can 
be established. A considerable p&rt 
of this area is badly eroded, idle 
cropland while a largo part, of the 
area is still being cultivated on a 
sub-marginal basis. 
Class V or bottom lands account 


for 78,522 acres of the land survey- 
ed. Of these bo*1 -mlands, 43,5"7 
acres are overflowed so frequently 
that they cannot be economically 
cultivated. This Class V land can 
be used for pasture and meadow 
grasses and woodland with 
little 
or no erosion 
control measures, 


They are highly productive soils 
but because of the flood 
hazard 
are more suited to permanent veg- 
etation. 
Soil scientists of the Soil Con- 


servation Service collect and inter- 
pret the 
facts about 
the 
land,* 


which are used in developing con- 
servation plans on farms. Princi- 
pal factors mapped which 
affect 


land use and 
management are: 
texture and depth of soil, slope of 
the land and degree of erosion. 
Surveys are made on land owned 
by farmers in local conservation 
groups as they are approved 
for 


work by the board of district su- 
pervisors of the Navarro-Hill Soil 
Conservation district. 
Conserva- 


tion plans based on these surveys 
are developed by the farmers with 
the assistance of the Soil Conser- 
vation Service personnel who are 
assisting the 
Soil 
Conservation 


District. 


Conservation surveys have been 
completed on 48 percent of the land 
In the Navarre-Hill Soil Conserva- 
tion District. This amounts to 471- 
863 acres out of a total of 9K7.00Q 
acres in the 
district. 
Of 
this 
acreage, 316,786 acres are cultivat- 
ed; 119,750 acres are In 
pasture, 


and the remaining 33,308 acres are 
In woodland. 
The Navarro-HIll Soil Conserva- 


tion District consists of all of Na- 
varro County, the eastern l-3rd of 
Hill county, Ellis county between 
Mill Creek and the county line, and 
Freestone and Limestone counties 
between Tehuacana Creek and the 
county lines. The area surveeyd is 
fairly evenly distributed over the 
entire district with a portion 
of 
each county having been surveyed. 


Of the surveyed area, there are 


72,113 acres of cultivated land In 
Class I land. This is land which 
can be cultivated permanently and 
safelv with an expected produc- 
tion of moderate to hi^h 
yields 


of the adapted farm crops by ap- 
plying simple conservation 
meas- 
ures such as crop rotation and con- 
tour tillage. This area includes all 
bottomland bcinfr cultivated at the 
time of the surveys which will need 
little or no erosion protection. 


There are 140.10T acres of Class 
II land that is being damaged at 
a more rapid rate. Serious damage 
will occur on much of this land 
If It la not protected by conserva- 
tion treatment within the next 15 
to 30 years. 
This land requires 


special 
conservation 
practices 


which are easily applied in order 
to be cultivated safely and per- 
manently with the production of 
moderate to high yields of 
the 
adapted farm crops. 


An additional 96,320 acres of 
Class III cropland in the surveyed 
area are being damaired at a criti- 
cally rapid rate by erosion. This 
land will be so severely damaged 
in 10 to 15 years that it can 
no 
longer be used for cultivated crops 
unless conservation treatment 
is 


applied before that time. Conserva- 
tion measures such as crop 
rota- 


tion, terraces, and contour tillage 
will be required on this area In or- 
der to cultivate it safely and per-
